SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 6.—The importance 
of the Senatorial campaign is fully indicated 
in the appearance of the corridors of the 
Leland House to-night.

Applications for all sorts of places, from 
Third Assistant Doorkeeper down to janitor 
of the cloak-room, are thicker than frogs in 
Egypt. Each one claims that he can control 
a vote for Senator, and all are playing that 
card with leaders of the factions of the 
dominant party. During the greater portion 
of the day the Senatorial conflict engrossed 
the most attention. 

AT LOGAN’S LITERARY BUREAD, 
which has installed itself in two of the Le- 
land parlors, a constant tide has been 
ebbing and flowing all day. John was in

SPEAKER. 

The vigorous contest among the numerous 
candidates for the position of Speaker of the 
House of Representatives has absorbed all 
other issues for the moment, and the Sena- 
torial fight has, as it were, dropped into in- 
significance. The leading egndidates to-day 
are the same as yesterday, with the 
exception of ex-Speaker Shaw, whose flicker- 
ing light, dim at first, has at last gone almost 
out, and he may be considered as laid prac- 
tically on the shelf. The old friends whom 
he beguiled with apecious promises 
have turned their backs upon him, and 
his tendered advances have been met with an 
incredulous smile. This gentleman was rash 
enough, when struggling to aitain this 
eoveted position two years ago, to make 
some promises which, in the nature of 
things, he could not (fulfill The 
disappointed candidates for Chairman of 
important committees have remembered 
this oversight, and have nourished their 
wrath until the hour for retaliation and 
revenge has come. In the caucus, to be 
held to-morrow night, therefore, the ex- 
Speaker will scarcely figure at all. Mr. 
Shaw, however, can console himself 
with the thought that he did 
the best he could under all the 
circumstances, and, with the reflection that 
he mede a creditable Speaker, while the 
House may congratulate itself at this session 
on having obtained a usefulfmember on the 
floor. 

MORRISON, MITCHELL, THOMPSON, AND JAMES 
are still on the track, and their respective 
bosoms are bounding with hope. What the 
result of the quadrangular fight will be no 
one can tell, but, be it as it may, the House 
is certain to have an able and efficient 
Speaker. Morrison to-night has more votes 
than any other individual candidate, 
probably, and for that reason he 
is greatly feared.

A FIGHT. | 
Col. Bissell had no retractions to make, and ex- 
pressed his cheerful readiness @ fight the fire- 
eater. The blustering intimidation of the South- 
ern slave-driver bad no effect upon Col. Bissell, 
and he intimated bis perfect willingness to fight 
with rifles at twenty paces. Tis had a remerk- 
ably soothing effect upon Mr. Jeff. Davis, who 
was not anxious to stand within sixty feet of the 
muzzle of a well-loaded rifle, held steadily, 
and over whose barrel gieamed the keen 
eye of the angry Iilinoisan. Jaſf was not at all 
prepared for that kind of fighting, and by the 
intervention of friends an agreement was ar- 
rived at by which Col. Bissell made a slight ad- 
dition to his remarks, and Jeff Davis withdrew 
his warlike propositions to Bissell. 

In 1856, Col. Bissell, who bad joined the Anti- 
Slavery wing of the Demoeratic party, was 
nominated for Governor by the Republican 
party, and elected by about 5,000 majority. 
This was the first time. the Pro-Slavery 
Democracy had been vanquished in [Illinois in a 
fair fight since party lines were formed. Col. 
Bissell took the oath of office, and then, when 
the Legislature met, this “ duel” objection was 
made on the part of the Pro-Slayery Democrats: 
That, having accepted a challenge to fight a 
duel with Jeff Davis, he was meligible, because 
the Constitution provided that any person whu 
fought a duel, or accepted a challenge for that 
purpose, or aided or abetted in fighting a duel, 
should be deprived of the right of holding any 
office of honor or profit in Illinois. 

THEY FURTHER ALLEGED 

that he had committed perjury when he took 
the oath ot office. The Republican members 
insisted that this act of aceepting a challenge 
was something which had happened outside the 
limits of the State, and beyond its jurisdictien, 
aud that, therefore, the constitutional provision 
did not apply to it. IIlinois could act only upon 
offenses committed within ‘her territory. The 
further provision in the Constitution that ‘a 
person taking pdrt in a duel should be punished 
according to law manifestiy applied only to 
duels fought within the State, and the rest of 
the provision stood on the same footing. 

Among those Democrats who delivered them- 
selves of speeches on this subject, the most 
bitter, the most vindictive, was John A. Logan. 
He went far beyond ali others in the terms of 
reproach which he applied, not only to the Re- 
publican party, but to the gallent Col. Bissell, 
the Governor of Illinois, the brilliant soldier, 
the able statesman, the spotless patriot, and 
honored citizen.

ways receive orders or deliver goods, but went 
to converse with ber; the summer of 1877 we 
made excursions to Newport, Martna’s Vine- 
yard, and New London Navy-Yard together; 
Julv 18, 1877, | gave her a hand-mirror, when 1 
called at her house, as a token of friendship; [ 
told her my motives were good, and told her 
I would send a letter explaining my feelings;

Monday morning I met her at the house, and 
she kissed me and I returned the salutation: 
she learned to play cards because it helped us to 
be together, and then the families attended card 
parties; in November. 1877, she gave mea silk 
handkerchief at her mother’s house; I eave her 
a nice box of stationery about that time; in Oc- 
tober. 1877, I was with ber alone in ner house 
for the first time while her busband was attend- 
ing an O. D. I.“ meeting: I went there when 
her husband was away to the Grand Army, Ma- 
sonic, and O. D, I. meetings, and remained an 
hour and a half each tittic; 1 was a’ brother Ma- 
son; we conversed, kissed, and embraced; she

She spoke of an clopement, if it were not for 
her children: I told her that was impossible; I 
could not support her without work, nor as 
well as she had lived; | suggested a divarce. 

Kate replied, ** You might get one, but I could 
not, for I have no grounds for it: I do not think 
he would leave me under any circumstances, let 
me do whatever I would.’’ 

In a few minutes Kate said: I know of but 
one way to become free, and that is to bury the 
one I now live with.“ 

I said, ** Katie, do vou want to do that?“ 

„ don’t know.“ she replied; “I will think 
of it aud tell you to-morrow uigut.“ 

I saw Sher when I called for orders the next 
day; asked if she was ready to answer the ques- 
tion; she said, I promised to answer to-night: 
I wiil at that time;“ kisses and embraces were 
an every-day occurrence; I went to the house 
that night, and she said, while sitting in my lap, 
„I will do it, provided vou will help me.“ We 
discussed different poisons; she asked me what 
was best; my mind ran on morphine, strychnine, 
and aconite; I told her morphine and strychnine 
were better; she asked if she could use it in tea; 
J replied, “Yes,” : 

It was settled that night tnat she was to free 
herself by poisoning her husband, and I was to 
be a free man by divorce from my wife; through 
November we continued secret meetings at ber 
house: about the middle of December, 1877, 
Kate told me Charles was goiug to have a cousin 
married in Troy, N. Y., and wanted her to 
go with him to the wedding; she would not go, 
but advised him totake his father with him, and 
told me we could then spend our evenings to- 
gether. 

A week before Christmas, 1877, when at ber 
house with her alone, I said, Kate, when are 
we to be married? 

She replied, ‘* When you are 33 years of age,“ 
which would have been Dec. 23, 1878. 

The last of December, 1877, I got her the mor- 
phine; from October I had been conducting my- 
self so as to force mv wife to get a divorce from 
me by showing her no attention and relusing to 
cohabit with her; broached the subject twice 
and she wept bitterly and asked me what bad 
caused the estrangement; I told Kate of this. 

I asked Kate when sbe should begiu to poison 
her husband; she said, Not until be gets home 
from Troy,“ as she felt something would hap- 
pen to save her from the trouble before he got 
back; sue said I micht get the morphine; that 
she might have it ready when Charley got 
back; 1 bought fit and gave it to her at the 
house; about Dec. 23, 1877, Kate gave me 
a match-safe at the Sunday morning tem- 
perance meeting as a birthday present; 
Christmas she gave me a cigar-case; I made her 
a Christmas present of a jewel-case; I gave her 
a bottle of perfumery January, 1878; in Febru- 
ary Kate gave me a china cup and saucer; while 
Mr. Cobb was in Troy I was at his house jour 
nights,—tie first until 10 o’clock p. m., the last 
until 4 o' lock a. m.; the time was spent in con- 
versing, kissing, and embracing; Mr. Cobb re- 
turned from Troy the latter part of January; 
until the Ist of February | continued to treat 
my wile as agr to get a divorce. 

The Ist of February, when I called at Mrs. 
Cobb’s house for orders, she told me sbe had 

ut the morphine in the tea for Mr. Cobb, but 

t was so bitter he refused to drink it, and she 

threw it into the sink: I bought some more poi- 
son about that time; Mrs. Kate Coob told me 
Mr. Coob was in the habit of taking physic about 
the last of February, and said ff I would make 
some morphine pilis she would put them in his 
vill-box; I was to make the pills one Wedues- 
day night at Mrs. Waterman’s (ner mother’s) 
house; she brought the morphine over, and 
went to the Post-Office, but she saw Charley near 
the engine-house as she returned to Mrs. Water- 
man's, near Breed Hall, and thought it would 
not be safe to make tnem there as Charley would 
be after her; she gave mea casekmfe and I 
went to the shop and made three pilis, contain- 
ing one grain of morphine each; he dia not have 
his usual bilious attack, so did not take the 
pills as anticipated ; Mrs. Cobb asked me to get 
acouite in February. * 2 

She said when her mother lived over Lanman 
& Sevin's drug-store, a laborer by mistake drank 
aconite for whisky and died; 1 got her au ounce

day: Monday I went toa news office in New 
Haven to get a Bulletin tosee if he was dead; 
when [got home she said, “I suppose you 
ure disappointed, but we had company Sunday 
and 1 could not give it to him; my mother 
was absent in New Haven two weeks; I told 
Kate that gave usa new place to meet; gave 
her the froat door key, and kept the key to the 
back door myself; she spent four evenings 
with me there alone; our relations were crimi- 
nal; Kate told me the first arsenic she gave her 
husband she put in bis coffee; it had no appar- 
ent effect; she said she would give bim more: 
every two or three days she gave it to him, and 
sometimes three times daily; Kate once said to 
me, Charles must be poison-proof, but I think 
I can get enough down hun by and by to get an 
effect.” 

I asked her once or twice, Why do you not 
stop!” She replied, My mind is made up, 
and I will succeed; Charles H. Cobb, Jr., had 
been given five or six doses of arsenic before 
the 23d of March, 1878: she told me she had 
given him so,much arsenic that it had given 
him diarrhea, and she had been to see Dr. Per- 
kins about it; I met her that night (March 23) 
on School street, and we talked an hour; she 
told me Dr. Perkins recommended quinine pills, 
but she said she was going to give him mor- 
phine powders, and tell Charley the doctor or- 
dered them; she reminded meit was just ten 


weeks to an hour since morphine was given my 


wite, and she would administer some to Charles 
that night; next morning she told me she gave 


her husband the dose, and that he had per- 


spired all night, but the poison seemed to have 
no effect; that he lay and trembled on 
one side the bed ail night, and that 
Charles was not able to get up that 
morning; she invited me up to sec him; I 
went; | asked Charles if he wanted a 
doctor; he said be did; when I went duwn 
stairs she wanted to know what she should tell

TOWNSHIP ORGANIZATION. 

Mr. Senne introduced the following, which 
was laid over under the rules:

Wukur as, A law is now in force by which the 
three towns of Chicago may be reorganized as one 
town by the County Board, provided the City 
Council sbali, by resolution, request such action 
by the County Board; therefore. it 

Lesolved, That the Committee on Judiciary be 
and hereby is directed to confer with the city au- 
tnorities ip regard to the advisability of reorganiz- 
ing the three.city towns into one town, as provided 
by an act entitled An act to authorte County 
Boards in counties ynder township organization to 
reorganize certain territory situated therein asa 
town.” Said act was approved May 23, 1877, and 
in force July 1, 1877. ; 

Mr. Senne also introduced a resolution au- 
thorizing the County Clerk to pay nis em 3 
from the fees of his oftice,—it appeariug that 
the fees were sufficient,—which was laid over 
under the rules. 

COUNTY ATTORNEY. 

Mr. Wood introduced 4 resolution fixing the 
pay of County Avtorney at $3,000 per year, and 
adding to his duties the trial of insane cases, 
which was adopted.

HOW LOGAN AND HIS AENCHMEN BOLTED 
THE CAUCUS NOMINEE IW 1877. 
In January, 1877, the Republicans of the 
Illinois Legislature, in caucus, nominated 


Jon A. Locaw as the party candidate for 


Senator. There were 204 members of the 
General Assembly, and it required 103 votes 
to elect. The entire Republican vote was 
only 100. On the first day of the joint bal- 
loticfg, Jan. 17, Jouw A. Logan received 
the entire 100 votes of ‘the Republican mem- 
bers. After ä week 's ineffectual voting, he 
failed to receive any accessions from either 
Democrats or Independents. Gen. Logan, 
on the night of Tuesday, Jan. 23, attended 
the Republican caucus.

The caucus thereupon . proceeded to make 
a nomination. Judge Lawrence, MiLtTon 
Hay; E. B. Wasn sUnxx, and Jeuu Baker 
were voted for. Judge Lawrexce, having a 
majority, was d the duly nominated 
candidate of — “Bh lican caucus for the 
Senate. 

The next day, Jan. 24, the thirty. fifth 
joint ballot was taken, with the following re- 
sult : Whole numberof votes cast, 198 (there 
being 3 pairs, making 6 absentees); neces- 
sary to a choice, 100; Republicans present, 
97; Judge Davis (Opp.) received 97; Judge 
Lawrence (Rep.), 86; J. C. Hanes, 7; 
Cuitom, Parisu, Baxer, Inoersour, Rav, 
Bevertpar, 1 each. 

It will be seen that Judge Lawrence, the 
Republican caucus nominee, was bolted by 
eleven Locan-ites even on the first vote. The 
treachery waa thus inaugurated and kept up 
tothe end. On the next ballot he received 
but 81 Republican votes,—five more of Lo- 
Gan henchmen flew the track. On the 
thirty-seventh ballot Judge Lawrence re- 
ceived but 50 votes. On tbe thirty-eighth 
ballot but 40 votes,—the Logay-ites going 
over almost ina body to Jom C. Hares, 
anti-Republican. The caucus nominee of 
the party was openly and defiantly bolted by 
the friends of Joun A. Locay. 

In the meantime the attempted alliance of 
the Democrats and Independents on Davis 
had failed, and, at the close of the thirty- 
eighth ballot, the final defeat of Davis was 
conceded by the Democrats. 

The thirty-ninth ballot (the fifth that day) 
was therefore taken under great excitement. 
After the roll had been called Senator 
Hax (Dem.) declared that, as he could 
not get Davis, he would change his vote for 
Lawrence, aad did so. Other Democrats 
changed their votes. The following Demo- 
crats all voted on this ballot for Lawzgwoz, 
the Republican caucus nominee: Senators 
Brewer, Drannonx, Hanwa, Krome, Rosty- 


sow of Oook, Snorr, and Wan, and by 
Representatives Borp, Hzerrarnotrox, Kan- 


neEY, Mnurrr., Powzin, Ronrsox of Fulton, 
and Wutiams; total, 14 Democrats, which, 
added to the Republican vote, would have 
elected Judge Lawarxcx triumphantly, and 
given the State a Republican Senator and a 
man of great learning, ability, and purity of 
character, and who would have been an 
honor to State. 

Where the obligation of the caucus 
then? Why did the Logan Republicans bolt 
the party caucus nomination with success in 
their hands? The time had come when the 
Republicans could elect a cancus candidate 
other than Logan, and Lodax's friends re- 
fused to vote for the caucus candidate, and 
openly repudiated the party nomination. 
Judge LawrRexce received but 28 Republican 
votes on that ballot, the friends of Locan 
giving their votes for Jonn C. Hans, of 
the Fidelity Bank, who was himself. not act- 
ing with the Republican party, and a few 
other Logan-ites “ scattered,” in order to 
make sure of the defeat of Judge Lawrence, 
the regular caucus nominee of their party. 

At this time it was but a quarter past 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. The Democrats 
had dissolved their alliance with the Inde- 
pendenis, and, it was known, were going 
almost to a man to vote for Lawrence on the 
next ballot, and soend the long strife; but 
the moment the result of the thirty-ninth 
ballot was announced, and the certainty that 
LAWRENCE would be elected on the next vote, a 
motion to adj urn was made by Mr. Gaaxdnn, 
who had just voted against his party candidate. 
and the Speaker, who had also voted against 
the nominee of the caucus, refusing to divide 
the House, declared the joint session dis- 
solved, thotgh the sense of the body was 
overwhelmingly the other way. 

This action by the Locan majority of the 
Republicans, this open, defiant refusal on 
their part to elect the cancus candidate, was 
80 glaring as to leave no doubt on the minds 
of the Democrats, and upon the minds of 
every one else, that, though Lawnence was 
the Republican nominee for Senator, it was 
not the purpose of Locan and his friends to 
let any Republican other than Locan be 
elected ; so, availing themselves of the pre- 
mature adjournment forced by the Lodax- 
ites, the Democratic negotiations with the 
Independents were renewed, and before mid- 
night all differences were compromised, and 
it was agreed that Davis should be elected 
next day.

The Legislature of Wisconsin will com- 
meuce its annual session for 1879 at Madi- 
son to-morrow at noon. All the members 
will be on the ground to-day, and a caucus 
will be held this evening for the purpose of 
nominating candidates for Speaker, Chief 
Clerk, and Sergeant-at-Arms.

DIPHTHERIA IN ENGLAND. 


the mournful details of the death of the 
Princess Auen of Hesse, from which it ap- 
pears that her death was the result of her 
devotion to her family. Her husband and 
five of her children had been stricken down 
with diphtheria, dnd, although her physician 
had strictly warned her not to come in close 
contact with any of them, the strength of 
her affection led her to take her place by the 
bedside of the snfferers and to minister to 
them, and in one incautious moment, over- 
come with grief, to embrace one of the chil- | 
dren, thereby, as Bzaconsrretp touchingly 
said in his address to Parliament, receiving 
the kiss of death.. The peculiar circum- 
stances of her death, and the alarming man- 
ner in which this insidious and malignant 
disease swept through the Princely house- 
hold, has given the London Times occasion 
for a disquisition upon the disease itself 
which possesses unusual interest as disclos- 
ing some facts not generally known. 

Although we are accustomed to regard 
diphtheria as an old and familiar disease, 
and although it bas existed in many ecoun- 
tries from very anciect times, it is compara- 
tively new in Europe. It did not attract at- 
tention in England until thirty years ago. 
In the winter of 1858-9 it became very 
prevaleut, and in those two years it swept off 
20,000 people. In 1860 the number of 
deaths declined to about 5,000. In 1878 
there were 2,531 ‘deaths; in 1874, 8,560; in 
1875, 3,236; and in 1876, 3,010, thus show- 
ing a yearly average of about 3,000 deaths 
from a disease concerning the propagation 
and prevention of which it is apparent that 
the English practitioners are still densely 
ignorant. The utmost light that the Zismes 
can throw upon it is that it certainly spreads 
by contagion, but that the activity of its 
contagiousness is so influenced by individual 
susceptibilities that it is dificult to 
draw avy line between the effects of 
infection and the consequences of per- 
sonal liberty. While the communi- 
cation of the disease by personal contact is 
uncertain, it thinks that the ordinary modes 
of propagation are rather from infection 
lurking in houses or places than by any such 
conveyance as that which is familiar to us in 
many other maladies.” One of the best 
medical authorities in England, eited by the 
Times, comes no nearer certainty than the 
following: I know of no instance of the 
disease being carried from one house to an- 
other by the passing to and fro of those who 
were themselves unaffected; but the pres- 
ence of one sick person in a house is suffi- 
cient for its communication to the suscepti- 
ble, however carefully kept apart; so that 
the infection must to some extent be dif- 
fusible in the air, and the danger has seemed 
to me to be greater from this source than 
from direct contagion.” 

As a matter of fact, the English practition- 
ers not only seem to have no specie remedy 
for the disease, but are not as familiar with 
it or as successful in treating it as the Amer- 
ican. They have reached that point where 
there recognize the similarity of some forms 
of scarlet fever and diphtheria, but they do 
not appear to have based any theories upon 
this coincidence that can evoive practical and 
successful results in treatment. Asone among 
many do¢tors in this country who have made 
a special study of this disease, the late Dr. 
Beene, of this city, whose close analyticel 
powers and boldness of research and practice 
were proverbial, may be cited. Acting upon 
the germ theory, and extending his investi- 


gations as far as the resources of the micro-

an absolute preventive, and that even after 
the disease had attacked the patient it would 
mitigate its severity. The test of the Doc- 
tor's theory was in his practice, and in this 
he was certainly very successful. We cite 
this case as one instance among many of the 
originality and boldness which has charac- 
terized the American investigators. Whether 
investigation on the basis of the germ theory 
can proceed further is questionable, until 
science enlarges our powers of vision and 
the resources of the microscope, The En- 
glish authorities, however, seem to stop short 
with their theories and make no application 
of them, consequently we see them, as the 
Times indicates, working in the dark, with 
no specific remedy, with different forms of 
treatment, and without any concurrent sys- 
tem. Hence the undiminished progress of 
the disease and its startling mortality in 
Great Britain. Perhaps our own physicians 
can go no further until science removes the 
obstacles that stand in the way, but the effort 
should be made upon Dr, Bxxnz's basis or 
upon any other reasonable basis that offers a 
hope of success, Both diphtheria and scarlet 
fever are becoming more prevalent every 
winter. The one attacks children and the 
other persons of all ages, and between them 
they are sweeping off their viotins with fear- 
ful fatality. The hint which the Times 
throws out to the English physicians in the 
following extract, an epidemic which is 
closely circumscribed at its commencement 
must, as a rule, present compargtively simple 
problems to the investigator, and itis to be 
hoped that these problems will be submitted 
to those who are capable of appreciating the 
relative values and importance of any facts 
which inquiry may bring to light,” should 
also be acted upon by our own, 
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THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

The Chinese question is rapidly assuming 

a national importance. The time is not far 
distant when the General Government will 
be required to take some definite action, and 
it is said that there has already been some 
discussion in the Cabinet with a view to 
bringing the subject before the new Chinese 
Embassy. The growth of Mongolian immi- 
gration and the peculiar status of the China- 
men residentin the country seem to demand 
(1) that the probable influence of their pres- 
ence in large numbers shall be determined as 
far as can be by the experience of those sec- 
tions where they are already numerous; and 
(2), in ede the conclusion be unfavorable to 
a large increase of the Chinese population in 
the United States, than that the proper steps 
be taken to limit and regulate the immigra- 
tion. 
Many people start out in a consideration 
of this subject on false premises, Assuming 
this country to be the land of the free 
and the home of the brave,” they are inclined 
to think its mission is to open its doors to all 
who knock, without any regard to the com- 
fort or welfare of those who are already in 
possession. From this they reach the false 
generalization that the Government has no 
right to exclude men of any race or limit 
immigration from any quarter of the globe. 
It is true that the spirit of our Government 
is largely missionary, since, from the earliest 
days of independence, it offered the induce- 
ment of self-government and declared itself 
the chosen refuge of the oppressed of all 
nations. But it must not be overlooked thaf 
a selfish interest has been served along with 
the philanthropic pretense, and that, while 
America has offered a free home and full 
equality to the people of all the world, the 
millions who have been plucky and enter- 
prising enough to avail themselves of this 
offer have contributed to the growth and 
progress of the nation, and have given as 
well as partaken the common benefits of 
development. Whenever immigration threat- 
ens loss or disaster instead of an increase of 
material or political prosperity, there is no 
doubt that the American Republic has the 
same moral right to exclude, - limit, or 
regulate such immigration as pertains to the 
sovereign power of every nation. Self- 
preservation is the first law of communities 
as well as of individuals, and it is essential 
that a free government should assert its 
natural rights in this regard as well as an 
empire ora monarchy. No school of phil- 
anthropy and no amount of sentimentality 
can change this law. 

The right to limit and regulate Chinese 
immigration is only restrained by the terms 
of the Surtixcame Treaty of 1868, which is 
subjectiof course to modification or termina- 
tion. The latter would be undesirable for 
both the United States and the Chinese Em- 
pire, and hence the proper course, if any 
steps be taken to check the increased Mon- 
golian flood to the Pacific Coast, will be 
through a negotiation with the Chinese Goy- 
ernment. The terms of the present treaty 
require that the Chinese shall enjoy iu 
America and the Americans in China all 
rights in respect to travel and resi- 
dence which are accorded to the citi- 
zens of any othe? nation. Under this 
provision the Chinese may come to this coun- 
try by the millions as well as by the hun- 
dreds, and China, with a population variously 
estimated between 400,000,000 and 500,000,- 
000 souls, could contribute Asiatics to the 
number of our aggregate population without 
as much as missing them at home. It is this 
possibility, and the growing tendency of the 
Chinese to seek America as a sort of Eldo- 
rado, along with the influence of their pres- 
ence on out Own institutions and Anglo- 
Saxon civilization, that demand a thorough 
consideration and early disposition of the 
problem. |

Saxons, The women they bring with them 
almost entirely belong to the prostitute 
class, and the only white women they con- 
sort with are of the very lowest order in the 
same class. Their intelligence is mere 
shrewdness as it is exercised in this country, 
‘and what is good in their nature, except 
docility and stolidity, seems to be left at 
home to be resumed on their return. They 
leave nothing here when they go away ex- 
cept the product of labor which they cannot 
take with them, and they have nothing in 
common with a single phase of the con- 
glomerate population of which this country 
is com posed. 

These are geveral facts which only need 
be stated to find general acquiescence; the 
exceptions are so rare as to cut no figure. 
They cannot be ignored in considering the 
prospect of an immigration greatly enlarged 


over the present proportions. On the Pacific 


Coast, Mongolian labor occupies very much 
the same relation to white labor that African 
labor did at the South before the War, and 
an increase of the Chinese in this country 
under these conditions could scareely fail 
to bring on a conflict of races with results 
as serious as those which grew out of the 
presence of 4,000,000 Africans in slavery. 
Any such prospect not only warrants but 
demands that the General Government shall 
secure such a modification of the Bun- 
Game Treaty as will enable it to place 
Chinese immigration under certain restric- 
tions and regulations. This can probably 
be secured withont forfeiting American com- 
mercial rights in China or Chinese commer- 
cial rights in this country, and it is a mat- 
ter in which Mr. Evasts should exert his 
best talents. \ 


The Hon. J. B. Suit, who died In Milwaukee 
on Friday last, was at one time quite a promi- 
nent politician and business man in the Cream 
City.

In fact, her conception of the part was not 
only marked by intelligence but hy originality, 
as m several instances she de from the 
conventional style, and especially in the Boudoir 
scene displayed a better idea of the situatior 
and the part than aimost any artist who has 
ever played ie bere. Musically, Miss Abbott is 
in opera what she is in concert-—a vocalist with 
a not very agreeable voice, and with many 
merits and demerits, yet possessing a facile and 
fluent exceution, a delicacy and sympathy in 
expression, a surprising command of her re- 
sources, and a faculty of singing directly to 
every one of ber audience, that will alwavs 
gain for her many admirers. The romanZa, 
„% Knows’t thou the Land?” was sunt with 
taste and much delicacy,—almost too muca in 
that tediously long-sustained note.—but not so 
well as the Swallow Song with Lotario, the 
hittie cadenza to which was very brilliantly 
given, and this in turn was not so well sung as the 
„Gypsy Song” in the Mirror scene, which was 
heartily and enthusiastically encored and was 
well deserved. It was sung not only witn 
eharming spimt but with real art elegance, . 
closing with a brilliant display of technique. 
Her pronounced success in this whole scene 
gives promise that we may expect some very 
excellent work from her in more vivacious 
parts, And yet, as we intimated at first, she 
charmed her audience and made a decided 
popular success. 

Taking the pérformance as whole, while it 
was not at all pretentious, it was very pleasing, 
and it went off smeothiv. Miss Montague 
shows improvement all the time and steady 
advancement every time sbe apvears here. She 
has a very pbieasing presence and remarkable 
ease of manner, and her voice has gaived in 
richness and roundness, It is avery musical 
voice, of very pleasant quality, and, although 
her execution is unfinished tm its details, she 
nevertheless manages it with facility 
and considerable effect, as was shown 
in ‘the “Polacca,” for which she 
had an enthusiastic encore, Mrs. Seguin was in 
fine yoice,—just as fine as ever,—and in her action 
just as sprightly and vivacious. Unfortunately 
an audience has but one chance to express its 
sutisfaction with her singing,—in the Gavotte,— 
and it improved it with an emphasis that testi- 
fied to the strong hold this excellent artist has 
upon the public favor. Mr. Castle, despite all 
the reports that he has lost his voice, sang with 
much of his old-time sweetness and spirit, ana 
alwars with good taste. For his principal song 
in the last act he also got a bearty encore. 
The new basso, Mr. Ryse, is an excellent actor, 
and has a deep, rich, aud resonant bass, but, like 
most of the heavy bassgs, is inclined to sing very 
much out of tune. So fer as Mr. Warren is 
concerned, musically, there is very little to say, 
as his voice is altogether unmusical, and he 
seems to have rather limited ideas of the re- 
quirements of the lyric stage. The chorus, 
though small, is by no means bad, and the 
orchestra, though very heterogeneous in ita 
make-up, got through its work without being 
very Offensive.

M’VICKER’S THEATRE, 

It is not often that the first preserftation of a 
play by a local author succeeds in attracting so 
large an audience as that which assembled last 
evening to witness the production of Mr. Will 
F. Sage’s drama, Destiny.“ The author has 
reason to congratulate himself on the appreci- 
ative hearing bis work received from an intelli- 
gent and attentive gathering, and on the hearty 
demonstrations of approval which attested their 
pleasure at the performance. “ Destiny“ is an 
adaptation of Dickens’ “ Tale of Iwo Cities,“ 
and, considering the difficulties to be overcome 
in arranging the highly dramatic materia! 
furnished by the novel, Mr. Sage has 
achieved a very fair success. He 
has brought to the task an intelligent 
discrimination in the selection of the most tell- 
ing episodes, and, on the whole, bas given us a 
pretty faithful reproduction of the spirit of the 
story. It will not be needful to recount the 
leading features of a work with which every- 
body is familiar. It may be sufficient to indi- 
cate briefly how the playwright has accom- 
plished the task of setting them in dramatic 
torm. The action begins at the point where 
Dr. Manette is discovered in the upper room 
of Defarge’s house in Paris. The curtain rises 
upon a street scene, in the foreground of 
which is the wine-shop, forming what is tech- 
nically called a triple set. Old Lorry and 
Lucy are introduced, and the story of her 
father’s long imprisonment and his release 
is told in a brief conversation. The father 
and daughter meet, and tle curtain falls upon 
an effective tableau showing the restoration 
to consciousness of the old man. The next 
scene discloses Stryver’s office in London, and 
introduces us to Sydney Carton, who becomes 
the central figure in the play. In a somewhat 
prolonged ¢onversation, the fact of Darnay’s 
release at the trial is told, and then Darnay 
comes upon the scene.

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The controversy over the defalcation of A. D. 
Waldron, former Treasurer of Hyde Park, has 
broken out in a new way. Yesterday the Vil- 
lage of Hyde Park filed a bill against the Fifth 
Natioval Bank and A. D. Waldron, to make the 
bank pay Waldron’s defalcation. The bill sets 
out that Waldron was appoinfed Treasurer in 
1878, and continued to hoid office until May 
last, when his successor wasappointed. During 
1876 and 1877 Waldron received about $300,000 
from the County Treasurer of Cook County 
belonging to the village, besides other 
sums from other sources. 4 great 
part of these moneys was deposited with the 
Fifth National Bank, and it is charged the Bank 
knew these moneys belonged to the village 
and should be used wholly in the business of 
the village, and that they did not belong to 
Waldron inaividually. A considerable part of 
the moneys was to Waidron’s indi- 
vidual account. In the spring of 1877 a new 
Board of Trustees was elected, who examined 
Waldron's accounts, and found he should have 
to bis credit $53,247, which amount be claimed 
was deposited to bis credit in the Fifth National 
Bank, and he was then reappointed. He was, 
from time to time, authorized by the President 
of the Board of Trustees, by war- 
rants properly drawn on bim as 
such Treasurer, to pay out certain sums of 
money by checks, but it is claimed there ought 
to be a balance of $125,000 stili remaining. The 
bank, however, claims that it has nothing due 
the village. The latter also charges that 
Waldron has fraudulently drawn large sums 
due bim as Treasurer and had them placed to 
bis individual credit; that it cannot get any 
statement, either from Waldron or the bank, as 
to the amounts m the bank due uu; and it 
therefore asks that both the defendants may be 
compelled to render an account of all the de- 
posits made by Waldron, either io hig own name 
or as Treasurer, to tell what has been done wita 
them, and that the moneys so held as Treas- 
urer may be declared charged with a trust in 
favor of complainant from the time when the 
funds were misappropriated, and that the bank 
may be — aa refund such amounts.

. PITCAIRN ISLAND. 

STORY OF A PARTY OF SHIPWRECKED OFFICERS 
AND MEN, 

A correspondent writes the London Times 
from the far-off, lone y Pitcairn Island, in- 
habited by the descendants of the mutineers 
of the English ship Bounty, who married 
some native women and killed all the native 


men on the island about a century ago: 

in September, 1877, a party of twenty-three 
shipwrecked officers and men of the Liverpool 
snip Kbandeish, homeward bound from San 
Francisco (of whom i was one), sighted Pit- 
cairn Island, after rowing in open boats 


for three days and nights, having ved 
on a biscuit and a pint of water a dav. 
Soon a boat was put from the island and 


came alongside of us; she was manned by seven 


or eight fine young men, who brought us pro- 
visions, rightly presuming us to be a sbip- 
wrecked crew. They put one of tbeir on hands 
into our boat and piloted us to the island, where 
we were most kindly and hospitably received, 
pearly ali the inhabitants coming on to the 
beach to welcome us. The best beds in the 
house were put apart for us, and we were in all 
respects treated more like brothers than a lot of 
sailors, The island is about three miles long by 
two wide, and very mountainous, being 
about 1,200 feet high in some paris, The 
covoanut, breadfruit, pineeppie, and many 
other fruits grow in great abundance, especially 
oranges, lemons. and citrous. There are seven- 
ty-three,inbabitants all told, men, women, and 
children some being very bandsome, the women 
having beautiful hair, and, allowing for the hot 
sun, have fairer skins than would be supposed, 
being hardly darker than Eyropeans. They 
depend on passing vessels for all their clothes 
aud agricultural implements, etc., always going 
barefoot, except on Sundays, when some few of 
them wear boots. They grow sweet potatoes, 
yams, cotton. arrowroot, and Indian corn, 
which they give in exchange for cicth The 
chief person in the island is Simon Young, 
grandson of Midshipman Youve. He officiates 
in ehurch on Sunday, also at the day aud dun- 
day- schools; they use the Church of England 
service, and generally a sermon from the 
“Sunday at Home,” of which they have 
some volumes. All have a fine ear for music, 
and sing most beautifully. When apy-

THE REFINERS’ RING. 


Stermy Scenes at a Mass-Meeting in New 
Vork te Ceusider the Adulteration of Su- 


aura. special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Nrw York, Dec. 6.—The mass-meetiog at 
Chickering Hall to-night, called nommally for 
those citizens who favor a sugar tariff with but 
two grades, and condemn the adultérations 
of refined sugar, was a stormy affair. 
The meeting was real gotten up dy 
the party engaged n rivalry with 
the refiners. The interests involved are so large 
that money is poured out like water by both 
parties. The refiners determined to capture 
their opponents’ meeting to-night, whence the 
row and rumpus that was a disgrace to the city. 
In anticipation of sometbing of the kind, a large 
force of police was on hand, and succeeded in 
keeping out of the hall a body of workmen sent 
over from Williamsburg to hiss down the oppo- 
sition speakers. On the platform were a num- 
ber of prominent citizens. among them Peter 
Cooper and Corus W. Field, Ide former pro- 
posed the latter for Chairman, and a 
long list ot Vice-Presidents was read. 
Then the trouble began by the action of 
James D. Trenor, ex-pewspaper reporter, who 
some how got a seat on the platform, and asked 
if the men on the list had authorized the use of 
their names. The Chairman paid vo attention, 
but introduced Lawson N. Fuller as the rst 
spuaker. Fuller began a violent de- 
uunciation of the refiners. He 
said ‘the Custom-House Inspectors who had 
discovered the false registry of sugars and re- 
ported the facts had been discharged for doing 
their duty. As a Republican, be charged that 
the Custom-House had been rotten from top to 
bottom for ten years. He accused the 
refinera of filling their sugars with tm, 
muriatic acid, arsenic, and other poisons, and 
declared that ff they had their dues they would 
be ju State’s Prison for poisoning the people. 

Trenor interrupted several times, and Fuller 

finally threatened to throw him off the plat- 
form. The audience by its applause and bisses 
showed itself about evenly divided be- 
tween the two parties. Fuller did not try 
to carry out his threat, but went on to say that 
it would be proved that the Government was 
defrauded from six to eight millions a year 
through the present tariff. He charged that 
the Hon. David A. Wells had been bought up, 
body end soul, by tbe .refiners, and 
would say whatever they wanted 
him to. There being much hissing as Faller 
proceeded, he proposed to discuss the matter 
publicly with representatives of the refiners. 
A. hundred men jumped to their feet and 
shouted All right!“ When and where?” 
inquired Faller. “Here and now,” 
shouted the risers in unison. The Hon. 
David A. Wells, who was among the 
risers, showed be was in earnest by advancing 
to the platform. Before he had a chance to 
speak, letters of regret were read from Presi- 
dent Hayes, Secretaries Thompson and McCrary, 
Postmaster-General Key, and others. 
Mr. Wells then replied to Fuller's denuncta- 
tions. He said four months of close investiga- 
tion bad convinced him that there never was a 
more unjust and unfounded cry than that of 
adulteration. in sugars on the part of our re- 
finers. .He did not believe there was adultera- 
tion to any considerable or appreciable extent; 
if go, it would easily be discovered. He alluded 
to the vast interests involved. and said refiners 
should not be condemned unheard. 

Mr. ‘Fuller replied, though there was much 
hissing and confusion. Me read many statistics, 
showing, among other things, how the majority 
of the refiners had been driven out of the busi- 
ness by the Sugar Ring, which had grown all- 
powerfal and wealthy, and was able, by its gi- 
gantic frauds, to keep all honest men out of

New York, Jan. 6.—Ex-Gov. McCormick, 
United States Commissioner General to the 
Paris Exposition, arrived to-day in the Ger- 
many, baying had a tempestuous voyage, and 
three days delayed by the stormy weather. 

McCormick said that barely one-third of 
all the American exhibits remained un- 
sold. The American machinery was 
eagerly sought, and brought good prices.

In almost 
every case the exhibitors of machinery 
are highly pleased with tneir success in 
introducing their goods. In many other 
branches of American industry exhibitors were 
well repaid, and Commissioner McCormick says 
the French officials assured him of their great 
satisfaction with the American exhibits, and the 
belief that it would have an extensive political 
and commercial effect in France. Of 
the 187 paintings sent over, twelve only 
were sold. Asked bis opinion of the Paris Ex- 
position as compared with our Centennial, he 
replied that, in general arrangement ot build- 
ings and grounds, be considered the American 
Centennial. much superior. In the display of 
costly fabrics aud rich artistic works, however, 
be believed the Paris Exposition the great- 
est the world Ras yet seen.

United States Marshal Hildrup received a 
letter from the Attorney-General yesterday 
which will be rather apt to cause some kicking 
on the part of the people who acted as Deputy 
Marshals and Supervisors at the last election.

EPITOME OF HIS LIFE. 

The detailed story of Caleb Cushine’s life is 
part of the . the last three-quarters of 
acentury. Mr. hing had an extraordinary 
eareer, He was born in Newburyport, where 
Senator Sargent, of California, was also born; 
and it was a curious fact that Mr. Cushing’s old 
townsman was ove of the most active to cause 
his defeat for confirmation as Caief Justice of 
the United States. Mr. Cushing’s political ca- 
_reer has been one of the most noted and re- 
markable in our political life. He entered pub- 
lic life very early,—baving been elected, soon 
after bis admission to the Bar, as a Representa- 
tive from Newburvport in the Lower House of 
the Massachusetts Legislature. This was ip 
1825, and Mr. Cushing supported what was 
then known asthe Republican party, in opposi- 
tion to the Federalists. It is one of the curious 
mutations of our politics that the so-called Dem- 
ocratic party of the country, which in its begin- 
nings took upon itself the name of the Repub- 
lican party, now shuns everything that seems 
to be Republican in name. Four years later 
Mr. Cushing visited Europe on a pleasure-trip, 
and soon after wrote a book on Spain, 
and enother. on the French Revolution 
of. 1830. In 1883 he was again a 
member of the Massachusetts Legislature. and 
in was elected from the Northern Essex 
District of Massachusetts to Congress, where he 
served for eigut years,—acting at that time with 
the Wuig party, until President Tyler was 
electea, Wheu he sided with the Administration, 
and afterwards supportea the Democratic party. 
Since that time he has been 

OONSTANTLY IN PUBLIC LIFE. 

In 1848 he was nominated for Secretary of the 
Treasury by President Tyier, but failed of con- 
firmation; when he was sent as Commissioncr 
to China, where he negotiated our first treaty 
with that Empire. He became an enthusiastic 
supporter of the Mexican War, and, the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature having decided to equip a 
volunteer regiment, Mr. Cushing did this bim- 
self, and proceeded to the seat of war. where he 
gained his military title of Brigadier-General. It 


standing the eminent position which he occupied 
in politics and law, be always was fond of this 
ephemeral military title. He was nominated 
and defeated for Governor of Massachusetts; 
represented his district again in the State Legis- 
lature; was an opponent of Charles Sumner as 
eandidate for the United Senate; was made 


| Mayor of Newburyport and Justice of the Su- 


preme Court of Massachusetts: and was United 
States Attorney-General under President 
Pierce; and served again in the Massachusetts 
Legislature. The most conspicuous political 
position which he beld in the Democratie party 
within the last twenty years was that of presid- 
ing officer of the Democratic Convention in 
Charleston, in 1860. During the War which fol- 
lowed, he kept aloof from politics, although he 
was always lending bis legal aid to the support 
ot every Administration that would pay for it. 
He was first Gonspicuous under the Grant Ad- 
ministration as counsel for the United States 
before the Geneva Court, where his encounter 
with Sir Alexander Cockburn will become his- 
torical. His tater political life is part of the 
current history of the day, within the memory 
of all. 
PRO-SLAVERYISM. 

Mr. Cushing, while Attorne¥General under 
Pierce, gained an unfortunate reputation in the 
North. The Southern influences in the Cabinet 
used him, as a Northern man, to do muchof the 
Gisagreeable work connected with Slavery; and 
it was due to his opivions that Northern news- 
papers were often suppressed in the Southern 
mails, and that many decisions in the interest 
of Slavery were made. He constantly worked 
for that part of the Union in which he did not 
reside, aud, as a cohsequence, was refused a 
comission in the Union army for which he ap- 
plied. Tie years after the War began he shook 
the dust of Massachusetts from his feet, and, 
at the age of 63, purchased a residence on the 
Virginia shore of the Potomac, just within the 
outer limits of the fortifications, and devoted 
himself wholly to law questions. He took his 
legal residence in Virginia, and had not abau- 
doned it long enough after his return from 
Spain to qualify bimsell asa candidate for Al- 
torney-General on the Butler ticket in Massa- 
chusetts last fall. He was appointed Minister 
to Spain as a resident of Virginia, and is so ac- 
credited in the official register. His commis- 
sion also reads: Caleb Cushing, of Virginia.” 

Mr. Cushing never hada great reputation as 
aman of fixed und determined principles. He 
never possessed in the highest degree the confi- 
dence of the country, and he was always un- 
friendly to that interpretation of the great na- 
tional brincioles in support of which the war for 
the maintenance of national integrity was made; 
and itis not believed that, to the day of his 
death, he ever gave any adhesion to the consti- 
tutional guarantees of civil rights and freedom. 

It was, of course, a great political mistake to 
propose to make Caleb Cushing Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. The 
fact that he bad always been a Pro-Slavery 
Democrat, so far as he had any politics, and that 
his last officia) act as Frank Pieree's Attorney- 
General was towender an opinion in support of 
Slavery, of itself was enough to prevent his se- 
lection for a place where he would aave had to 
decide upon questions which invalved both the 
national soverciguty and all the civil rights ac- 
quired by the War and perpet in the 
amendments to the Constitution. 

The appointment of Caleb Cushing as Minis- 
ter to Spain must be regarded as an instance of 
nee magnanimity on the part of President 

rant; for Cusbing, if he ever had any political 

convictions at ali, had always been constantly 

opposed to every Republican Administration 

which he had constantly assisted by his paid ad- 

yice. } E. B. W.

| THE SPEAKING TELEPHONE. 


Prof. Bell’s Claim to Priority of Discovery. 
London Nature, Dee; 5. 

Anw ARBOR, oe Nov. 18.—I had the honor 
to be one of the judges at the International Ex- 
hibition at Philadelphia, and of the group to 
whom was confided the examination of instru- 
ments of research apd precision. In the per- 
formance of my official duty I took part in the 
experiments which first brought the speaking 
telephone to the notien of the scientific world. 
Prof. Bell and Mr. Elisha Gray were both exbib- 
itors at that Exhibition. Mr. Gray’s apparatus 
was conspicuoqualy shown near one of the main 
aisles, with the exhibit of the Western Electric 
Company, while Prof. Bell’s was tn a side -/ room 
in one uf galleries, as a part of the Masesachu- 
setts educational exhibit: About the middle 
of June, 1876, Prof. Bell came to Philadel- 
phia to give personal explanations in reference 
to his apparatus, aud before any public 
exhibition was made he stated to me in detail 
the character of his inventions. He was work- 
ing at two independent things,—the one the 
multiple telegraph by means of transmitted 
musical notes, the other the transmission of ar- 
ticulate speech over long distances. I told him 
that I was present, in May, 1874, at the rooms of 
Prof. Henrv, in the Smithsonian Institution, 
when Mr. Elisha Gray exhibited to us an appa- 
ratus for the electric transmission of musical 
sounds, and I asked him whether his first inven- 
tion was similar. He said there was some simi- 
larity, although each had worked independently, 
and that there was a dispute as to the priority 
of invention. While sanguine as to the practi- 
cal results from his multiple telegraph, his great 
invention was the speaking telephone, which he 
believed he had discovered, and in respect to 
which there was no rival claimant, He said the 
idea came to him from some of the suggestions 
in respect to sound vibrations made by Helm- 
holtz, and that he had saceceeded, after patient 
research, in constructing an instrument which 
would transmit articulate speech. To this in- 
vention he desired to direct the attention of the 


udges. 
d The experiments with the telephones had to 
be made when the Exhibition was closed to the 
8 and the firat experiments were made by 
illiam Thomson and others on Sunday, 
June 18 or 2%,.—I do not new remember upon 
which of these two dates. Their Majesties the 
Emperor and Emoress of Brazil were present 
at these experiments. Attention was first given 
to Mr. Gray, and be gave a lengthy account of 
his experiments, which had resulted in the per- 
fected apparatus which he then exhibited. He 
gave an explanation of his various instruments 
in chronological order, apa conducted some 
23 experiments as he proceeded 
in discourse. The object. which he bad iu 
view was to send many messages simultaneously 
over the same wire by using sending and re- 
ceiving instruments ol different musical notes. 
greater part uf the day was given to Mr. 
so that insufficient time remained for 
satisfa trial of Prof. Bell’s apparatus. The 
2 and the distinguished visitors present 
however, proceed to the Massachusetts 
and Prof. Bell explained briefly his 
two wwentious, and some exveriments were 
made with his speaking telephone, enough to 
excite the curiosity eof those present in the 
bigbest The results were so at variance 
with thé views hitherto received that it was de- 
termined dy my distinguished colleague, Sir 
William Thomson, to mdke other experiments, 
in which I took part. These experiments were 
made two or three days later in the building 
known as the judges’ pavilion, in the evening. 
after the visitors had leit the grounds. Prof. 
Bell had returned to Boston, and was not pres- 
ent at this trial of his apperatus. It was brougut 
er to the judges’ pavilion, at my request. by 
Hubbard, ove of the officers in charge of the 
Massachusetts exvibit, and the experiments were 
made by Sir Williah thomson and myself. 
Every precaution was taken to make an impar- 
tial test. I was at the transmitting instrument, 
which was placed out of doors ata distaut part 
of the building, and Sir William Themson was 
at the receiving instrument ip a distant room in 
the building. After some exveriments to find 
the pitch of voice which would suit the vibrat- 
ing membrane then used, I received word by 


‘messenger from Sir William that he could then 


hear distinctly, and accordingly the vitch of the 
volce then used was maintained in the subse- 
quent trials. T held in my hand a copy of the 
New York Daily Tribune, and I began to read 
to him items from its news summary, and soon 
the messenger came to teil me that the mes- 
sages were heard distinctly at the other end. 
The longest messagé which I sent was the fol- 
lowing from that paper: The Americans of 
London baye made arrangements to celebrate 
the coming Fourth of duly,” and the 
messenger brought me back from Sir 
William Thomson . the exact repetition 
of the message. Tbherewpon we exchanged 
places, and I could not only hear distinctly the 
utterances of my colleague, but I could even 
distinguish the ictus of his voice. The results 


convinced both of us that Prof. Bell nad made 


a wonderful discovery, and that ite complete 
development would follow in the pear future. 

The news of these successful experiments soon 
circulated freely, and the day following, or pos- 
sibly two days aiterwards, Mr. Gray came to me 
and inquired whether the reports of our suc- 
cess with Beil’s telephone were correct; and 
upon receiving from me an affirmative reply, he 
said that it was impossible, that we had been 
deceived lu some way, that the transmission 
was by actual metallic contact through the wire, 
and that it was, to use his own words, nothiffg 
more than the old lovers’ telegrapb.’’ In reply, 
I said to him that we had taken every possible 
precaution against error, that we were both con- 
vinced of the reality of Bell’s claims, ana that 
Sir William Thomson would report to that 
effect. He persisted in his statement that the 
result was impossibie, and that we must have 
been deceived in some way or other. 

After having bad firect knowledge of Mr. 
Gray’s views at that time, I must confess to 
some astonishment at his claim now matte that 
he anticipated Mr. Bell im the inventiou of the 
speaking telephone. Several months ago I saw 
an article in Seribner’s Hagau ne by Mr. Pres- 
cott, in which, while po direct assertion was 
made that Mr. Gray was the first inveutor, there 
were illustrations given to show the develop- 
ment of the invention in chronological order, 
and Mr. Gray’s instrument was there given pri- 
ority. I had it im mind then to write a note to 
Mr. P upon this subject, but | feared that 
there might be unpleasant controversics over 
the patents, and, the claim of Mr. Gray being 
rather indefinitely stated, I heid my peace. But 
now that the error appears to be taking root, [ 
have felt it to be my duty to make the state- 
ments above given. I have before me a letter 
from Mr. Bell, dated at Boston Wednesday, 
Juve , 1876, and directed to me at Philadel- 
phia, in which he gives diagrams showing bow 
we might arrauge the apparatus to transmit 
articulate speech, as he believed, from Boston 
to Philadelphia, and proposing experiments to 
that end if the judge should so desire. 

In conclusion, I ought to state further, that 
after Sir William Thomson's address at Glasgow 
had brought the telephone into notoricty. Mr. 
Gray. whose instruments had also been called 


telephones, gave a public exhibition, in Chicago, 


I think, and in the report of his lecture, which 
I read, he never once alluded to Bell’s inven- 
tion. His discourse was then, as at Phila- 
delphia before the judges, solely in reference to 
the musicai telephone, In fact, the newspapers 
had to take pains to inform the public that Mr. 
Gray's invention must not be confounded with 
Mr. Bell’s, to which Sir William Thomson had 
referred. You will imagine, then, the surprise 
of the judges who examined these inventions 
particularly at Philadelpbia in 1876, and heard 
the personal explanations made by the inventors 
to be told now that Gray had already invented 
the speaking telphone, when all his statements 


then made show directly to the contrary.

Thousands of Jokers vA Statement 
that Can Be Met Only 
by Facts.

Either Mr. O’Connor’s assertion 
in regard to the polls being blocked up is with- 
out the slightest foundation in fact, or, if it be 
true, then it is cone! evidence that the man- 
agers at the polls in Wards 5, 7, and 8 committed 
great frauds in returning such large Democratic 
majorities at polls where, according to Mr. 
O'Connor, it was “almost impossible for a 
white Democrats to reach the boxes and vote.“ 
Mr. O'Connor and the Democratic managers at 
those polls can settie the question whether the 
statement of the former is correct or the re- 
turns of the latter are false. While frauds

At the First Precinct of Ward 4, and at the 
polls in Wards 5, 7,and 8, the ballot-bores were 
stuffed with the same kind of tissue-tickets as 
was used in Ward 3. 

FRAUD AT POLLS 5, 7, AND 8. 

At Ward 5 poll the ballots in the box exceed- 
ed the names on the managers’ poll-iist by over 
125. This the Democratic managers themselves 
will not denv. This excess was caused by the 
tissue-baliots which had been stuffed into the 
box, and in consequence of this excess thus 
fraudulently created a number of ballots equal 
to the amount of the excess were drawn out 
and destroyed. Two-thirds of the ballots drawn 
out and destroyed were Republican tickets 
which had been lawfully voted. In their place 
were counted the tissue-ballots which had been 
surreptitiously placed in the box. By this means 
the Republican vote actually cast was reduced 
by over 100, and the Democratic vote increased 
to the same extent. At Ward 7, Poll 416, tissue 
ballots were stuffed in the box, and although 
numerous false names were placed on the poll- 
list in orderto make it correspond with the 

number of ballots etuffed in the box, yet at the 
close of the poll there were forty-two more bal- 
lots in the box than there Were names on the 
falsified poll-list. At Ward 8 poll there were 
491 more tickets in the box than there were 
names on the Supervisor’s poll-list.

over names on the poll list, the ballots, all still 
unfolded, were returned to the box, aud one ot 
the managers or clerk drew vut and destroyed 
a number of ballots equal to the amount of the 
excess. The managers and clerk, being all 
Democrats at each poll. managed, of course, to 
draw out Repubcican tickets mostly. As the 
tissue ballots were very easily distinguished by 
the touch, very few of them were drawn ont, 
the person who did, the drawings invariably 

Every 
Republican ticket drawn out was not onlya 
Republican vote lost, dut, as a tissue ticket was 
allowed to remain and be counted in its place,

As a tissue ticket took the place of each Re- 
publican bailot drawn out, how many votes the 
Democrats gained and how many the Republic- 
aus lost by tuis operation will be seen bv the 
number of Republican tickets drawu out and 
destroyed at each one of the abuved-vamed 
polls. The numberof Repubiican tickets drawn 
out at each ove of those polls is as follows: 
Mount Pleasant, 372; Thirty-two Mile House, 
336; Henderson’s store, 73; Twenty-two Mile 
House, 161; Cooper's store, 88; Hickory Bend, 
49; Strawberry Ferry, 110; Stephens, about 80.

The Hangman’s Record.

In the United Ssates during the —— year 
ninety-six murderers (all men) were hanged— 
an increase of thirteen over the record for the 
previous year. Of tnis number forty-one were 
white, fifty-two colored, two Indians, and ove 
Chinaman. Five were hanged for outrage, four 
for wife murder, and one for filicide. There 
were seven double executions, four triple, aud 
two quadruple. Friday retains the reputation 
as hangman’s day, seventy executions having 
taken place on that day. The largest number 
in any one month was March, twenty-live execu- 
tions having then occurred. Seventy per cent 
of the hangings were in the Southern States, 
and nearly two-thirds of the victims were 
n In Texas there were ten; Louisiana, 
nine; Alabama, eight; South Carolina, eight; 
North Carolina, eight; Pennsylvania, six; Mis- 
souri, five; Georgia, five; Tennessee, four; 
Arkansas, four; California, four; New York, 
three; Kentucky, Virginia, Montana, Delaware. 
Ohio, Mississippi, and Maryland, each two;

THE GREGORIAN CALENDAR. 
Boston Heraid, Jan. 1. 
It is generally understood, a to cer- 
tain profound calculations and inferences, more 
or less reliable, that the world enters to-day 
upon the 5879th year since the creatiqn; or, pos- 
sibly, according to the Julian period, the 65924 
year; but, of course, the certainty that this is 
something about which, we may say, we know 
nothing, makes obe number er our purpose 
quite as well as the other. tone thing, it is 
believed, we do know, approximately, if not 
with absolute certainty, and this is recognized 
and adopted by the civilized world, namely, that 
we begin to-day the 1879th year of the Christian 


era; Anno D or year of our Lord, 1879. 
The new year will stand in history as 
Anno year of th aa 5879

that the world was created 3,700 years before

5689 as the Jewish year of the world. The Jew- 
ish year consisted of twelve or thirteen months 
of twenty-nine or thirty days each, by which we 
may infer that it consisted ot ove or other at 
different periods. 

The Roman calendar divided the year mto 
ten months, comprising 304 days, about seven 
hundred and thirty-eicht v re Christ. 
This year was fifty-one days less than the lunar 
year, aud sixty-one days less than the solar 
year, and, of course, did not correspond in any 
degree with the seasons as now. At a some- 
what later period Numa Pompilius, in 713 B. C., 
added two months to the year of Romulus, 
namely, January and February, and this, it 
would seem, continued until the time of Julius 
Cesar, 45 B. O., or mord than alx hundred 

rs, when that peror, acting upon the evi- 
ence and advice of the astronomers, no doubt, 
adopted the solar vear of 365 days 6 hours as 
the basis of what is known as the Julian calen- 
dar, and made provision for the excess of the 
solar year over the number of days, by intro- 
ducing bissextile, or leap year, when the year 
was o? 366 days, the name being derived 
two sixes. 

But the true solar poms it was known, was 
composed of 365 davs 5 hours and 49 minutes. 
This slight difference, it was found in the six- 
amounted to ten 
‘ error, Pope Gregory 
XIII. ordained that that year (1582) should con- 
sist only of 356 days, by which order the 5th of 
October the 15th of October; and, in 
order to prevent any further irregularities, it 
was determined that the vear which was the 
first in each century should not be bissextile, or 
leap year, excepting every fourth century; thus 
the first years of the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries, or the years 1700 and 1800, were not 
leap years, and the year 1900 win not be, but 
the year 00 will be leap year. So that it may 
be reasonably believed t mat ter is fully de- 
termined, as it has remained undisturbed since 
th time of Pope Gregory, nearly 300 years. 

Te question of dividing the solar year into 
months of a different number of days has, no 
doubt, often been considered, and the question 
asked, how the division, as now existing, was 
determined upon; dut it will be seen at once 
that, with 965 or 366 days, they could not be 
made of equal length. Julius Cusar, at the 
time the calendar was reformed aud ar- 
ranged upon a proper basis, gave to the month 
of January thirty-one days; the next month 
thirty — 2 80 on, alternatu through the 
whole number, when tbe deficit found in De- 
cember was supplied by taking twe days from 
the second month, and giving to this month the 
extra day in leap years. This arrangement gave 
to January, March, May, July, September, and 
November thirty-one days and to Avril, 
June, August, October, and ber thirty 
days each, and to February twenty-eight. This 
continued until Augustus Cesar, for whom the 
month of August had been named, frivolously 
determined that his month sbould not be less 
than the month of Julius r there- 
fore, added one day to the month of August, 
which was, probably, taken from the month 
which followed, September; and this action had 
the effect to derange the system of his prede- 
cessor dy increasing the number of months 


| with thirty-ope days to seven, and making the 


arrapgement as it now stands, being altogether 
arbitrary. The only case in which any one month 
has the same number of days as its vious 
month is the month of August, caused by the 
order of Augustus. 

This is a concise history of the calendar, now 
adopted by most Christian nations, under which 
the new year commences to-day. It recognizes 
the order of the universe by the adoption of the 
solar system, approximating as nearly as possi- 
ble to the lunar system, and also the coming of 
Christ upon the @arth as the Savior of mankind; 
and itseems as if no further changes will ever 
become necessary. The reform established by 
Pope Gregory was — * by France, Italy, 
Spain, Denmark, Holland, Flanders, and Portu- 
gal, in 1582; Germany two years later; Switzer- 
land and Hungary in 1588 and 1871; and by Eu- 
giand in 1751-’2, by leaving out eleven days, 
making the 8d of September the 14th of that 
month. In Russia, Greece, and throuchout the 
Kast, the old style is still retained, with a dif- 
ference now of twelve days.

GEN. M’CALLUM. 


The Man Who Reinforced Grant in Chatta- 
noogs and Aided the March te the Sea. 
New York Sun, 

Maj.-Gen. Donald Craig McCallum, who died 
at his home in Brooklyn on Friday night, had 
been ailing since Decoration-Day, when he took 
asevere cold while riding wie Gen. Hancock 
and Gen. Schofield. His disease terminated in 
cirohosis of the liver and abdominal dropey, and 
he suffered from hemorrhages. Gen. McCallum 
was a Scotchman. His father had emigrated to 
this country, and settled down as a tailor in 
Rochester, N. I. As young Donald did not 
like his father’s trade, he started out in the 
world for himself, with his entire property, 
consisting of clothing, tied up in a hand- 
kerchiet. He had, however, a definite de- 
termination to learn the carpenter’s trade, and 
he worked bis way to Lundy’s Lane, where 
he settled and married Mary McNabb, On his 
return to Rochester, with his wife and one 
coud, he began business as a carpenter, and 
went to work on the Erie Railway. He was 
gradually advanced in the department of bridge 
building until he invented an arch truss, the 
use Of which on various roads brought him a 
revenue of $75,000 a year. In 1861 he was made 
General Superintendent of the Erie Railway, 
but he gaye up that tion to go into the 
service of the Ohio & Mississippi Railroad. On 
tne breaking out of the War he was recom- 
mended by John Brough and Chauncey Vibbard 
to the War Department, and was placed in 
charge of tha Department of United States 
Military Railroads, a bureau that was new alike 
to the army and to the railroad system. In this

Lasts 
and boot-trees take 500,000 cords of birch, beech 
and maple, and the handles of tools 500,000 
more. The baking of our bricks consumes 
2,000,000 cords of wood, or what. would cover 
with forest about 50,000 acrés Of land. Tele- 
graph-poles already up represent 800,000 trees, 
and their annual repairs consume 300,000 more. 
The ties of our railroads consume annually 
thirty years’ growth of 75,000 acres, and to fence 
all our railroads would cost $45,000,000, with a

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EMANCIPATION-DAY IN GEORGIA. 
ect nce of The Tribune. 

Atianta, Ga., Jan. 2.—The glad salutation 
of “ A Happy New Lear to tuesd ex-bond- 
men takes on a world of gladness as every year 
they celebrate Abraham Liucoln's great edict of 
freedom. For ten years they have observed 
the day by services in the First Congregatioual 
Church“ This time they thought to give the 
occasion amore general scope; and so, as citli- 
zens of the Empire State of the South, they 
sought the use of their Capitol. This was 
chéerfully granted, upon condition of their pay- 
ing the bill for che gas and janitor. And so 
these dusky Americans gathered in the great 
hall of the House, with the portraits of Jeffer- 
son, and Franklin, and Andrew Jackson, aud of 
several Georgian worthies looking down upon 
them. 

The Chairman, who opened the setvice by a 
dignified, sententious address, was Mr. C. C. 
Wimbish, atormer student of these schools, and 
now one of Uncie Sam's letter-carriers in this 
city. In this function of a Government officer 
be has an associate of his own color. Macon 
has one such. One of the Railway Postal Agents 
on the route from Montgomery to Mobile is a 
colored man, a member of the Congregationa!

He yet could 
hear thecry of the auctioneer: ‘‘ What do I 
hear, for this nigger gal aud her boy!’ You 
knew him. He is dead now; and so is his occu- 


on. 

A rapid glance at the rise and progress of the 
Anti-Siavery idea, from the day of the Revolu- 
tionary fathers down to our freedom’s birtu- 
day,“ brougnt him to the great Proclamation, 
which relieved the Abolitionists of their strain, 
re eue the consciences of furty millions f peupie, 
and set free four other millions.

If we vote fof the North 
we are killed every day; if we vote for the 
South, negro sufirage is afailure. Surely the 
sabie orator had been reading Biaine. 

Fourteen years ago it was acrime for a col- 
ored man to read or write, and it was a strange 
thing to find one who could do either. Now 
we have our public-school system, our high 
schools, our Howard, Fisk, Atlanta, and 
Straight Universities, and many colleges, Our 
young men and young women are pressing into 
these piaces of higher learning. We are rising. 

The foxes have holes, and the birds of the 
air have their nests, but at the close of the War 
the colored man had not where to lay his head. 
He was turned out simply with the rags upon 
bis back, with no home, with no land, with no 
capital, with po skill or experience in managing 
himself, and with indifference and hatred press- 
ing down upon him. Now, it is different. The. 
other day I halloved at the door of an old plaut- 
on. A dingy little fellow came out. Who 
owns this place? Me aad my brother. You? 
Yes. How many acres? Three hundred and 
fifty. Do you own anything else? Yes; four 
or five cows, six mules, seventy-five hogs. You? 
Free before the War! No. We have made all 
this since freedom. We were slaves. 1 know, 
he said, of ore black man who is worth $20,000; 
another, $15,000; another who is worth $10,000, 
and gives bis former master a house to live in, 
Our people are getting sold of tue land. In 
this State they own 457,635 acres, and are worth, 
as assessed, $6,134,539, 

In Liberty County the ex-slaves dn both sides 
of the highway for miles and miles own the 
plantations which once they tilled for their 
masters. At Talladega, Ala.,a man who owns 
the place, and livesin the house of his former 
master, recently by competition got the con- 
tract for building a court-nouse in a neighboring 
county. Before the War a man subscribed §900 


for the building of the Baptist College in 


Talladega, and sent his slave, a mechanic, to 
work it out. The bondman builded better than 
he knew. For several years he has been one of 
the Trustees of that same college, now trans- 
ferred to the American Missionary Association, 
and his four children have been educated there, 
two of whom are graduates, one now a minister, 
and one a teacher. So, said he, we must educate 
and accumulate if we would be respected. 

in ctosing, he exhorted his people to make 
themsetbves 3 of their citizenship and 
of America., which was their home. He was 
quite seVere upon the South Carolina scheme of 
emigration to Africa. He would have them re- 
main here and make good their position, culti- 
vate their minds, get bomes and lands, and live 
and die loyal to the American flag.

But, last Sunday evening, this great functiona 
hit upon a new plan of checking the spread 
heterodoxy. 

The Doctor had prepared a special sermon for 
the evening, and the Hutchinsons were to sing.

Should it not occur to Mr. Palmer as a little 
strange that the party in the wrong —tnose who 
do not attend Sunday theatres on account of 
their prejudices—should happen to be the bet- 
ter class, aod that the party in the right—those 
who do attend having as sugh prejudices— 
should happen to belong to the worse class! 

1 think there are grounds much better than 
prejudices to support the attitude of the former 
ciass, and that there are reasons, apart from all 
church dogmas, which should forbid such Sun- 
day amusements so long as the present consti- 
tution of society remains unchanged. 

While in the abstract it matiers pot whether 
Sunday, or Monday. or Saturday, be the day 
chosen, 80 long as some day is set apart and 
generally and while it is true, also, 
that any practice, which is intrinsically right or 
wrong, is equally soon ai) days of the week, 
and no practices are intrinsically worse or 
better for being done upon t Sabbath, 
yet, I believe the highest considerations 
are for baving ove day of the week 
sacred to higher thiugs than the cares and 
follies of the world, and that that day, rather 
than approximating to the likeaese of the rest, 
should be removed as far as possible from them 
by its sacred character. 

There is an appropriate time for all things. 
As the Scripture bas it: “To everything there 
is a season, and a time to every purpose under 
Heaven: a time to weep and a time to laugh; 
a time to mourn and atime to dance.“ 

There is a time for theatres and a time for 
churches; a time for business, a time for 
pleasure, and a time for worship and religious 
observance. Six days are given to theatres and 
the business of the world,—one is little enough 
for attention to sacred things.

Taxpayers, Beware of Shorthand Reporters, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CIAO, Jan. 6.—I1 have only just learned, 
incidentally, that a bill at no distant day will be 
introduced into the Legislature at Springfield 
to provide for fhe payment of shorthand re- 
porters out of the revenues of Cook County for 
each of the Judges of tne Circuit, Superior, 
County, and Probate Courts; from wnat I have 
learned, I think it is my duty,as a taxpayer and 
citizen, to show this matter up. in its true licht 
for the benefit of all persons interested. 

These reporters have tecretly held a conclave, 
drafied no less than half a dozen bills which 
have been embodied into one, so as not to frus- 
trate the design until its passage, which has 
been handed to the State Bar Association for 
presentation to our representatives at Spring- 
field; which bill, if it becomes a law, will be 
purely in the interest of law reporters. 

There are ten Judges in tue Superior, Circuit, 
Probate, and County Courts. This bill provides 
that each Judge shail have a reporter, who shall 
report every case, and sball receive $10 per day 
compeusation while in attendance, and, if the 
Court orders the testimony written up, the re- 


| porter shall receive an additional 15 cents per 


folio; all this is to de paid by Cook County, and 
is to come direct out of the pockets of the un- 
fortunate taxpayers. . 

The rule I understand now is, that every liti- 
gant, if he-wishes to employ a shorthand re- 
porter, has to pay tim. Why on earth taxpay- 
ers should have to pay$600 per week for attend- 
ance of reporters, with an additional 15 cents 
a folio if the testimony is ordered written up, 1 
am totally at a loss to Conceive. The bill might 
just as well provide for the payment to each of 
the lawyers engaged in the case $10 per day for 
their attendance. 

Suppose this bill becomes a law, cases which 
are now tried by afew witnesses will open a 
chanvel to introduce às many as each side may 
desire, occupymg twice the usual time of the 
Court. If litigants haye to pay the reporter, as 
is now the rule, they will be careful not to intro- 
dace more witnesses than is absolutely neces- 
sary 80 as not to swell the record. 

The immense amount ot litigation in our 
courts can only be imagined by thuse more close- 
ly identified with them. Taxpayers of Cook 
County mus bestir themselves at once to 
frustrate the passage of this bill, or else have a 
well-filled wallet to fatten these geese of tie 
Faber. Combined and early action is not only 
A but they should by ail means ap- 
pofut a deputation to wait upon our Representa- 
tives at * to urge them to oppose the 
passage of the bill, which is, to say the least, a 
most svandalous fraud and imposition about to 
be perpetrated upon the good people of Cook 
County, whe are already overburdened with 
taxes.

by year, many summer-tourists and pleasure- 
seckers. Tbe numberof this class of visitors 
has been steadily increasing during the past 
five years. This summer tne hotels and board- 
ing-houses of our pretty town, only six miles 
from the foot of rike’s Peak, and the neighvor- 
ing village of Mamton, at its very base, were 
filled to their utmost capacity with those who 
sought pleasure, recreation, or health amid 
new scenes. Very many of your readers have 
carried back to their Eastern homes pleasant 
memories of bright days spent here and 
amongst the natural attractions of Monument 
Park, the Garden of the Gous, the Ute Pass, and 
Cheyenne Canon. To such of your readers a 
littie sketch of our winter life may not prove 
uninteresting. 

Boon alter the exodus of the summer tourists 
comes the advent of health-seekers; and, after 
a short time, and houses are 
again filled with those who propose to spend the 
winter in the milder and more —.— climate of 
this place. There is much horseback-riding 
done here. Generally, all wioter long the tem- 
perature is mid enough to allow this sort of 
exercise to be taken with great profit and com- 
fort. 1 kuow of nothing more exhilarating 
than a gallop of half a dozen Horses 
may be had at very low prices. The native 
ponies, which are really very good, can be 
bought for $20 to $50. A thoroughly good 
pony can be had for §40. The consequence is, 
almost every one owns some sortof horse or 
pony. An amusement which was somewhat 
in vo@ue last winter amongst some 
of the ladies and gentlemen, especially those 
who come from England, was coursing with 
dogs after the jack-raobits of the piains. And 
good sport it is, too, if one comes for such 
things, for Master Jack puts back his long cars 
and goes upon the wings of the wind, aud a 
long, brave chase does he give to bis pursuers.

persons would regard such a performance as 
rather silly for grown-up — 

Nearly all the houses of Colorado Springs are 
too small to allow large entertainments to be 
given in them. But entertainments are a neces- 
sarv part of sociai life. And so the society 
peoble of the Springs managed in this wise: 
The Unitarian I. which, by the way, is 
chiefly used for entertainments, lectures, aud 
shows, was bired, a piano placed in it, together 
with the various needed appendages of a ball- 
room. A society was formed, wita a constitu- 
tion and by-laws, under the name of the Fort- 
nightly Club. A committee of leading ladies 
was appointed, each member of which commit- 
tee took ber tarn as hostess. The entertain- 
ments were given once in two weeks. They 
were of a varied One night there 
were singing quadrilies, another a calico 
bell, another a Mother Goose party, in 
which each one took some character, 
from this standard work in nursery literature. 
The costumes were very claborate, and some 
were most splepdid, baving beeu made and ar- 
ranged with great care and at great expense. 
Another party was a masquerade. Ot course 
there was asprinkling of the usual dominos, but 
geverally the disguises were ue and novel, 
some ot them singularly pretty. Tue departure 
from the cummonpiace of most masquerades 
was due to the taste of two or three ladies. Per- 
haps the crowning glory of the whole series war 
the Bacheiors’ Ball,“ given by the unmarried 
men of the Club on New-Year’s Eve. Winter 
before last the weekly entertainment was a 
Shaksoveare Club. The first part of the even- 
ing was spent in reading Shakspeare and the 
jatcer part in dancing. 

Duriog last winter the weather was so mild 
that, with a very few exceptions, scarcely a 
week went by without one or more picnics in 
the open air. Good warm clothing is necessary, 
of course, but thus provided for you may at al- 
most any time spend a day in the bright sun- 
shine with pleasure and profit during any of the 
winter months. 

Last winter there were two or three small 
reading clubs and a skating club, the tormer 
consisting of ladies exclusively, the latter of 
ladies and gentlemen. A gentiemen’s club was 
also cstablished. 

Gentiemea fond of shooting found ample 
scope for their amusement. The mountains 
furnish abundant deer, and an occasional elk. 
The blue moose is sometimes found, though 
never in large numbers. Certain parts of the 
plains are literally filled with “cotton-tail ” and 
Jack“ rabbits, and many a heavy load of them 
have I seen brought into town by the sporting 
part of our community. A merchant from New 
York and a clergyman from Pennsylvania, both 
health-seekers, seemed to be more successful in 
this latter line than any others. I remember 
once to have seen them bring home a bag of 
twenty-tive. 

Every State has its Athens, and the good peo- 
ple here are agreed that the Athens of this 
State is Colorado Sprin ani perhaps they 
have some grounds for this assumption, for my 
observations, made during a somewhat pro- 
longed visit. led mg to think that there was an 
unusual number of educated and culti- 
vated men and Women there. Colo- 
rado is somewhat remarkable in this re- 
spect. One need not be surprised to find away 
up in the mountains, in some little mining vii- 
lage, or Off on some obscure ranche on the 
plains, graduates of our best Eastern colleges or 
even of the great English universities,—inen 
who read Tacitus and Euripides as easily as they 
read the daily paper. And yet by their side you 
will find men who can barely read and write. 

To the Springs and the surrounding country I 
owe a large debt of gratitude for the pleasure 
and the benefit it has given me; and, as I leave, 
I send you this hasty sketch of the quiet life 
there during the winter, in the bope that it may 
interest some of your readers who have onl 
seen the place in the summer. K. J.

BOYTON AND IDA LEWIS. 


What the Captain Has to Say About Amer 
ica’s Grace Darling. 
Neo York Herald, 

Capt. Paul Boyton had just returned from a 
visit to Ida Lewis, the Newport heroine, when 
the Herald reporter met him last evening. Ida 
is an old friend of the Captain, and so he called 
upon her as soon as convenient after his return 
to this side of the water. Lime Rock, the little 
island on which the brave woman lives and 
keeps the light, is not easily accessible af this 
season, and it was only after a bard pull across 
Newport Bay in a small boat that the Captain 
got alongside the Rock. Ida came out of the 
littie cottage beside the light and extended a 
hearty welcome to ber visitor. She had been 
engaged in the unromantic employment of 
washing ciotbes, the Captain says:. 

Come right in bere,” she cried, introducing 
him into the room iv which the washtub stood; 
“this is the oniy part of the house in which we 


have a fire.” Her motner, who is also an old ae- 


quaintance of the Captain, came down-stairs at 
once, and the party fell to discussing events 
that had occurred on either side since their pre- 
vious meeting three years The old lady, it 
may be mentioned incidentally, bas been ashore 
off the Rock onty twice in five years. The vis- 
itor inquired for the other resident of the house, 
Hatty Lewis, whose name was pretty well 
knoWD some years ago when the land was riug- 
ing with the exploits of her sister Ida. The lat- 
ter went to bring the missing one; but the re- 
sult was a half audible discussion between them 
in avotber room, in which someth was said 
about not being fixed up.” The de- 
scribes Ida as looking somewhat older than she 
“= a few years since, but still budding. out 
well. 

How's the rescue business?” he 
The reply was that it was duli, as there are now 
very few accidents, the bay being traversed by 
the Government steam launch irom Fort Ad- 
ams and by a regular ferryboat. It is a most 
amazing thing to me,“ said the Captain, that 
so little has been done for Ida Lewis after all 
the fuss that was made over her daring exploits 
afew yearsago. She saved altogether eleven 
lives, and | know those waters well, and know 
that the risks sbe ran were terrible. Grace 
Darling. in England, did not save so many 
lives, and yet she bas been pensioned and eared 
for in every way. 

“The salary that Ida gets as keeper of the 
Lime Rock light is not enough to support ber- 
self and her mother in comfort. She is, indeed, 
a torgotten celebrity, and all the practical ap- 
preciation of ber efforts was limited to a 
medal and 8100 cash from the Royal Phelps 
Humane Society, a boat from the citizens 
oi Newport and a house to keep it in, which was 
built asa present from Jim Fisk. The great 
epecuiator, when he gave the order, intended to 
have a handsome structure e and he was 
very much disgusted wien be found that a mere 
shed had been built.
